Chinatown  Halts 
Tavern  Transfer 

Chinatown  residents 
posted  a  quiet  non-event 
victory  at  City  Hall  Feb¬ 
ruary  13.  More  than  30  in¬ 
dividuals  were  on  hand  at  a 
public  hearing  to  protest 
plans  for  the  establishment 
of  a  tavern  at  Tai  Tung 
Village. 

The  hearing  only  lasted 
two  minutes,  approximately. 

A  local  tavern  owner  had 
sought  to  have  his  liquor 
license  transferred  from 
its  present  location  on 
Summer  Street  to  262  Harri¬ 
son  Avenue,  Which  is  Tai 
Tung  Village 

The  hearing  never  really 
materialized  because  of 
strong  community  opposition 
voiced  through  petitions 
written  and  vocal  arguments 
made  at  an  informal  meeting 
held  Feb.  11.  A  core  of 
community  people  met  with 
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Chinatown:  Focus  of  WCVB 


WCVB- TV  (Channel  5),  as 
part  of  its  neighborhood 
series,  focused  its  Febru¬ 
ary  3  programming  on  the 
Boston  Chinese  community. 

The  11  a.m.  program 
"Looking  Ahead"  probed  the 
needs  and  problems  of  the 
elderly  in  Chinatown.  Host¬ 
ess  Helen  Kaplan,  noted 
that  the  Chinese  elderly 
are  "powerless,  lonely,  im¬ 
poverished,  and  predomi¬ 
nantly  male."  The  problems 
are  further  complicated  be¬ 
cause  of  the  abandonment  of 
the  traditional  extended 
families  system,  which  once 
cared  for  the  elderly,  she 
said. 

Golden  Age  Center  direc¬ 
tor  Ruth  Moy  and  Rose  Wu, 
a  member  of  the  board  of 
the  GAC  and  a  member  of  the 
Mayor's  advisory  committee 
on  the  elderly,  were  two  of 
the  source  persons  inter¬ 
viewed  by  Ms.  Kaplan. 

The  1  p.m.  showing  of 
"Outlook  New  England"  pro¬ 
vided  a  solid  overview  of 
the  entire  Chinese  commu¬ 
nity,  Chinatown  and  some  of 
its  accomplishments  and 
problems.  Interviewed  were 
David  Shih,  former  A  BCD  li¬ 
aison;  Phil  Chew,  president 
of  the  Chinese-American 
Civic  Association;  and 
William  J.  Bray,  executive 
director  of  the  YMCA . 

The  show's  host  noted 
that  the  key  for  improving 
physical  and  social  condi¬ 
tions  in  Chinatown  comes 
from  within— lies  in  it¬ 
self,  as  evidenced  by  the 
many  social  services  and 
programs  already  initiated 
by  the  community  itself. 

Bob  Lee,  CCBA  president 
and  Caroline  Chang,  office 
manager  of  Little  City 
Hall,  further  discussed  the 


community's  situation  as 
spokesmen  and  advocates  for 
greater  support  and  funding 
from  outside  the  community. 

SAMPAN  editor  Gloria 
Chun  joined  TV  personality 
Chet  Curtis  on  a  brief  tour 
of  Chinatown  during  a  seg¬ 
ment  of  "5  at  Large,"  tele¬ 
vised  later  in  the  evening. 

During  the  day,  Channel 
5  ran  a  strong  editorial 
commending  the  community 
for  its  active  leadership 
in  improving  the  conditions 
within  its  community.  SAM- 
Pan  re-prints  that  here: 


Channel  5’s  View 

"  For  the  past  four  months 
Channel  5  has  been  looking 
into  the  present  and  future 
of  Boston's  neighborhoods. 
Today,  the  focus  is  on  Chi¬ 
natown,  the  city's  smallest 
and  poorest  community. 

"Ever  since  Chinatown 
took  shape  in  the  late  19th 
century,  its  problems  have 
been  clouded  by  external 
prejudice  and  by  a  fierce 
internal  commitment  by  many 
Chinese  to  preserving  the 
status  quo.  And  while 
there 've  been  significant 
changes  in  the  past  few 
years,  many  critical  needs 
are  still  unmet. 

"The  2500  residents  of 
Chinatown  continue  to 
struggle  with  the  lowest 
median  family  income  of  any 
Boston  neighborhood  at  only 
$5200  a  year.  Many  of  Chi¬ 
natown's  buildings  are  di¬ 
lapidated  or  severely  over¬ 
crowded.  Language  poses 
tremendous  barriers,  espe¬ 
cially  for  the  300  Chinese 
immigrants  arriving  each 
year.  Many  young  Chinese 
are  trapped  in  low-paying 
jobs  without  futures. 


-TV  Shows 

"The  city's  anti -poverty 
agency  has  neglected  China¬ 
town,  and  still  doesn't 
have  a  job  opportunity  cen¬ 
ter  there.  The  highly  com¬ 
petent  and  dedicated  manag¬ 
er  of  Chinatown's  Little 
City  Hall  is  without  any 
staff.  City  services,  par¬ 
ticularly  rubbish  collec¬ 
tion  and  street  lighting, 
are  far  from  what  they 
should  be.  This  neighbor¬ 
hood,  which  is  pulsing  with 
life  long  after  the  rest  of 
Boston  is  asleep,  has  tried 
for  four  years  to  get  new 
street  lights.  But  the 
city  administration  hasn't 
responded. 

"The  advances  Chinatown 
has  made  have  come  from  its 
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Lt.  Governor  Donald  Dwight 
addresses  Chinese  elderly 
and  guests  at  the  Golden 
Age  Center  dinner  Jan.  29.

Nearly  400  people  at¬ 
tended  the  combined  festi¬ 
vities  honoring  Chinese  New 
Year  and  the  60th  Anniver¬ 
sary  of  the  Chinese  YMCA 
in  January.  The  festive 
dinner  held  in  Chinatown 
featured  special  guest 
speaker  Connie  Chung,  Wash¬ 
ington  Bureau  CBS  News  cor¬ 
respondent. 

Miss  Chung,  the  only 
Oriental  reporter  on  na¬ 
tional  network  TV,  noted 
her  upward  struggle  from  a 
secretarial  position  to 
correspondent.

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New  Quincy  School  Groundbreaking 


According  to  City  Offi¬ 
cials— Chinatown's  long 
time  "Impossible  dream"  may 
soon  be  on  its  way  to  be¬ 
coming  a  reality. 

The  Quincy  School  Com¬ 
plex,  a  project  which  has 
been  dragging  on  its  heels 
for  four  years  through  bu¬ 
reaucratic  red  tape,  comm¬ 
unity  and  City  Hall  strug¬ 
gle,  is  closer  to  reality 
than  its  ever  been. 

Ground  breaking  is  ten¬ 
tatively  expected  to  be 
held  sometime  late  this 
spring.  Holding  up  the 
project  now  are  uncertain¬ 
ties  surrounding  the  State's 
racial  imbalance  law  which 
has  been  a  controversial 
issue  for  sometime. 

By  virtue  of  its  loca¬ 
tion,  the,  Quincy  School 
wouldu  be  "racially  imbal- 
anced--as  more  than  50  per¬ 
cent  of  its  student  popula¬ 
tion  would  be  Chinese. 

The  Quincy  School  Com¬ 
plex  will  consist  of  the 
new  Quincy  School  and  ad¬ 
jacent  to  it  Quincy  Towers 
(see  October  SAMPAN),  a 
15-storey  elderly  housing 
unit. 

The  proposed  new  Quincy 
School  building  will  pro¬ 
vide  class  room  space  for 
800  elementary  school-age 
children  in  grade  kinder¬ 
garten  to  grade  five.  The 
three-storey  and  basement 
facility  will  occupy  ap¬ 
proximately  2.25  acres  on  a 
lot  between  the  Mass.  Pike 
and  Harrison  Ave.  (It  will 
border  on  Washington  St., 
Marginal  Road,  Tremont  St. 
and  Oak  St.) 

The  Architect  Collabo¬ 
rative  with  Martin  Sokol  off 
as  architect-in-charge,  has 
been  selected  to  design  the 
building. 


Developer  Is  the  City  of 
Boston,  with  40  percent  of 
the  funding  from  the  City 
and  60  percent  from  the 
State  (supplemented  by  mon¬ 
ies  from  the  ll.S.  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Health,  Education 
and  Welfare). 

To  Serve  Three  Areas 

The  Quincy  School  Com¬ 
plex  will  serve  the  China¬ 
town,  Castle  Square  and  Bay 
Village  communities. 

The  facility  will  in¬ 
clude  a  gymnasium,  an  audi¬ 
torium  with  a  350-seating 
capacity,  a  swimming  pool 
and  wading  pool,  roof-top 
playground  space,  and  a 
cafeteria  capable  of  pro¬ 
viding  a  hot  lunch  program 
with  a  250-seating  capac¬ 
ity. 

There  will  also  be  space 
for  a  community  health  cen¬ 
ter,  Little  City  Hall,  and 
community  meeting  rooms. 

The  community's  battle 
for  a  new  elementary  school 
goes  back  several  years. 
Numerous  organizations  and 
individuals  have  fought 
long  and  hard  for  the  con¬ 
struction  of  the  needed  fa¬ 
cility.  Many  have  since 
dropped  out  of  the  picture, 
having  done  their  part  in 
the  planning 

A  few  continue  on. 
Currently  the  Quincy  School 
Community  Council  (QSCC) 
non-profit  corporation  with 
representation  of  over  a 
dozen  member  organizations, 
meets  on  Oak  Street  monthly 
to  work  toward  the  realiza¬ 
tion  of  the  new  Quincy 
School . 

The  purpose  of  the  group 
explained  Winnie  Lee,  is  to 
have  some  actual  community 
input  into  the  planning  of 


the  neighborhood  school ,  to 
have  an  effective  voice  in 
the  building's  design  so  as 
to  fit  the  community's 
.needs,  and  to  be  a  part  of 
some  of  the  decision-making 
otherwise  left  entirely  in 
the  hands  of  the  Department 
of  Education  and  the  Pub¬ 
lic  Facilities  Department 
(both  City  agencies). 

One  of  the  concepts 
which  the  Quincy  School 
Community  Council  hope  to 
Implement  is  the  "Open  Edu¬ 
cation"  philosophy  of  In¬ 
struction:  having  parents 
contribute  to  the  learning 
experience  and  have  teach¬ 
ers  and  students  alike 
working  to  learn  together 
through  discovery. 

Old  Quincy  School 

In  1847  when  the  old 
Quincy  School  was  built, 
the  new  pattern  of  desk  ar¬ 
rangements  considered  a  new 
approach  to  education.  Now, 
the  concept  of  practical 
"open  education"  (and  com¬ 
munity  input  in  public  edu¬ 
cation)  Is  another  pioneer 
in  education,  she  said. 

Miss  Lee  noted  that  the 
old  Quincy  School  on  Tyler 
Street  is  the  oldest  stand¬ 
ing  school  in  the  United 
States.

Of¬ 
fice  manager  Fannie  Kwan 
again  emphasizes  that  the 
list  is  taken  as  a  public 
service  for  the  community 
providing  the  developer 
with  a  list  of  interested 
parties  so  that  those 
listed  will  be  informed 
in  the  future  of  any  fur¬ 
ther  action  on  the  hous¬ 
ing  complex. 


Editor's  Note:  SAMPAN  re¬ 
porter  Doug  Wong  recently 
visited  a  Chinese  language 
school  for  adults  and  chil¬ 
dren  in  Lexington.  This  is 
his  report. 

Designed  to  promote  com¬ 
munity  participation  and 
social  and  cultural  activ¬ 
ities  among  its  members, 
the  Greater  Boston  Chinese 
Cultural  Association(GBCCA) 
currently  sponsors  Chinese 
language  classes  in  Lexing¬ 
ton. 

Seven  language  classes 
are  conducted  at  Lexington's 
Bridge  School.  The  pro¬ 
gram,  formed  two  years  ago, 
offers  instructions  in  Man¬ 
darin  to  50  pupils  enrolled 
in  five  children  and  two 
adult  classes. 

This  reporter  observed 
one  adult  class  of  five 
students.  The  instructor, 
who  prepared  her  materials 
on  mimeographed  sheets, 
loosely  followed  a  text¬ 


book  published  by  Yale  Uni¬ 
versity's  Chinese  depart¬ 
ment. 

Students  were  encouraged 
to  express  themselves  oral¬ 
ly  as  well  as  in  writing. 
Interest  was  keen  and  eve¬ 
ryone  did  his/her  homework 
diligently. 

While  children  partici¬ 
pated  in  the  language 
classes,  their  parents  were 
engaged  in  rigorous  work 
outs  on  the  basketball 
court  a  few  doors  away. 
Between  games,  I  chatted 
with  several  members  who 
said  they  enjoyed  the  phy¬ 
sical  fitness  activity. 

Hoping  their  children 
would  retain  their  Chinese 
cultural  heritage,  the  par¬ 
ents  stressed  the  loneli¬ 
ness  of  their  elders  who 
immigrated  to  this  country. 
Many  felt  estranged  from 
other  Chinese  groups  in  the 
area  and  wel corned  a  closer 
link  to  Boston  Chinatown.

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Health  Screening  Attracts  377, 
High  Blood  Pressure  Evidenced 


Three  hundred  seventy 
seven  persons  participated 
in  the  volunteer  -staffed 
health  screening  program 
sponsored  jointly  by  the 
Boston  Chinese  Community 
Health  Clinic  and  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Tuberculosis  and  Lung 
Association  on  Dec.  8-10, 
1973. 

Volunteers  came  from  lo¬ 
cal  universities,  notablv 
Tufts  Medical  and  Dental 
Schools,  as  well  as  from 
the  community  at  larqe  and 
the  Clinic. 

The  candidates  were 
screened  for  information 
and  testing  on  diabetes, 
hypertension,  dental  work, 
tuberculosis  x-raying,  nu¬ 
trition  and  smoking. 


Of  the  377  persons 
screened,  137  warranted 
further  follow-up  consul¬ 
tation.  Most  common  among 
these  were  indications  of 
high  blood  pressure  and 
dental  problems.  High  blood 
pressure  found  in  a  little 
less  than  60  per  cent  of 
the  137  screened  persons 
who  had  problems.  Almost 
25  per  cent  of  those  137 
screened  were  found  to  have 
some  degree  of  defective 
vision. 

Danny  Chin,  the  Health 
Clinic's  acting  chairman  of 
the  Multi -Screening  Commit¬ 
tee,  said  that  a  rough  sam¬ 
ple  of  a  third  of  the 
screenees  overwhelmingly 
favored  another  screening 
in  the  future.

Y  Bubble  Site  Status  Still  Uncertain 


South  Cove  Boston  Rede¬ 
velopment  Authorities  (BRA) 
administrator,  Dave  Lalima 
noted  several  technical  er¬ 
rors  appearing  in  the  De¬ 
cember,  1973,  issue  of  the 
SAMPAN,  in  the  article  "BRA 
Seeks  Action  on  Four  Land 
Sites. " 

The  BRA,  he  said,  cannot 
be  a  developer.  If  the 
Chinese  Consolidated  Bene¬ 
volent.  Association  (CCBA) 
is  unable  to  find  a  devel¬ 
oper  for  the  R-l  site,  then 
the  BRA  will  advertise  and 
open-up  the  parcel  for  de¬ 
velopment  to  the  outside. 

Also,  when  the  new  Quin¬ 
cy  School  is  built,  the  BRA 
will  not  technically  have 
the  option  to  "take  over" 
the  old  Quincy  School  at 
the  P-1  site.  The  city's 
department  of  Public  Facil¬ 


ities  continues  to  own  the 
old  school  facility  and 
land. 

R-l  (where  the  YMCA  bub¬ 
ble  is  located)  is  not  lim¬ 
ited  to  high  rise  housing. 
It  is  technically  slated 
for  housing,  but  there  is 
quite  a  bit  of  flexibility 
in  its  actual  use;  that  is, 
the  BRA  will  consider  what 
the  community  sees  as  its 
needs. 

Nor,  does  the  CCBA  have 
the  right  as  land  developer 
for  R-l.  According  to  a 
memorandum  of  understand¬ 
ing,  the  CCBA  only  main¬ 
tains  the  veto  power  over 
whom  the  developer  can  be. 

At  present  time,  the  P-1 
site  is  the  cause  of  con¬ 
siderable  concern,  as  the 
BRA--in  a  letter  sent  to 
CCBA  president  Bob  Lee--has 


-established  a  deadline  of 
March  1  for  the  CCBA  to 
find  a  developer.  Failure 
to  do  so,  may  result  in  the 
loss  of  the  CCBA's  veto 
power  over  selection  of  the 
developer,  he  said.
